Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,5-11, and 14-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a variable torsional damper 
as defined in claims 1 and 1 1 , wherein the inner disk assembly has a riser portion and a 
flux-shaping ring, the flux-shaping ring mounted to the riser portion and operatively 
supported about the magnetic coil such that the magnetic lines of flux generated by the 
magnetic coil assembly flow through the flux-shaping ring. 

The art of record also fails to show or teach the variable torsional damper as 
defined in claim 20, wherein the inner disk assembly includes a flux-shaping ring and 
the outer disk assembly includes a flux-shaping ring and a flux-channeling ring, the flux- 
shaping ring and flux-channeling ring of the outer disk assembly operatively surrounding 
the flux-shaping ring of the inner disk assembly and forming a magneto-rheological fluid 
cavity that retains magneto-rheological fluid.
